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THE STRENUOUS AMERICAN WOMAN. 

Before the case of Mrs. Morris finally 
dismissed from public attention at the expiration 
of the nine days of wonder that an American womaw 
should have been dragged shrieking from the public 
offices of the White House, the real point of the 
ease should be considered.

WORLD’S LARGEST INCUBATOR. 


Some of the unique methods used to hatch 15,600 
eggs at a time are interestingly described in the 
Technical World Magazine for February, as follows: 

A nove! feature is that the heat of the eggs is 
regulated by raising or lowering them in the ese 
chamber, which is nearly a foot high inside, purla»y’' 
separating it from the pipes. It is well known that 
as the process of hatching advances the animal heat 
in the egxes becomes greater, requiring in oil-heated 
incubators a lowering of the temperature of the air 
supplied... Jr each compartment is a double glazed 
windew, so that the thermometer may be read witk- 
aut cpening the door. The egg trays rest on double 
frames hinged by galvanized arms or levers. ‘As the 
chickz develop, the trays are lowered on these sup- 
ports, the first drop being made in six days and others 
at intervals, until, on the twenty-first day, the trays 
are resting on the bottoms of the chambers. All in- 
fertile eggs are tested out on the seventh Jar. 


MILK}, IN TANK CARS. 

The last fluid to make use of tank cars is milk.

FIRE TESTS IN VIENNA. 

The first tests at the Vienna mddel theater have at- 
trected wide spread attention in Europe and have re- 
cently been attended by a comunittee of experts from 
Germany. After a careful inspection and study of 
the experiments the German experts conferred with 
the Vienna architects and engineers and gave out the 
followipy: opinion as an expression of their joint 
views:

That the iron curtain is also an indispensable 
means of protection, and such a drop curtain has 
shown itself highly effective. 

(3) That electric safety lights have burned well under 
»the most unfavorable conditions and are to be pre- 
ferred to other lighting.

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AN AUTOMOBILE STREET-SWEEPER. 

A recent European invention that now being 
brought the attention of municipal authorities is 
an automobile street-sweeping and watering machine. 
This device, which has been tried in Paris with some 
success, ccnsists of a large automobile truck fitted 
with a tank having-a capacity of 479 gallons of water. 
There i2-horse-power motor,, which can use as 
fuel gasoline, kerosene, alcohol, and to 
which bevel-gearing is connected a rotary brush 
fixcd diagonally across the frame the vehicle.

- Commercial Growth Prospects. 

Another effect of home rule will be a 
revival of manufactures and industries 
unprecedented since the prosperous 
years of 1789-1800. There is sufficient 
Water power in Ireland to run thou- 
saiids of mills. The Shannon alone, 
which has an estuary of seven miles, is 
navigable for 20 miles all year, and 
such rivers as the Nore, the Barrow, 
the Blackwater. the Lee, the Slaney, 
the Moy and the Bann could be utilized 
to generate an enormous amount of 
electriea} power. 

Agriculture—which is the basis of all 
wealth—will receive a powerful impetus 
from a National legislature. For years 
this industry has been languishing, 
chiefiv by reason of exorbitant rents

“COLUMBIA, Mo., Jan. 
|. French, otherwise and more 
known as “Blue French,’ 
“Blue Beard” and “The Boone County 
Blue Man,’ is dead. He left a remark- 
“@ble record for eccentricity of cbar- 
acter and a locked store, about which 
mystery still elings like a veil, and 
which no one has yet dared to gpen. 

“Biue French,” as he was best known, 
died suddenly in Ashland. How he died 
no one can tell. Four or five dogs were 
his sole companions at the time. These 
been the 
sole companions of the strange man, 
and had slept and ate with him in a 
small dark room, over his store, at Ash- 
land, Mo., a village 10 miles east of 
Columbia. The evening betore his death, 
*Biue French” is reported to have been 
in unusually low spirits. He remarked 
io, a friend: 

“As 1 came down the street a while 
ago, a, child shrank back at the sight of 
me and cried to his mother, clutching 
her skirts, ‘Run mamma, run! There 
comes Biue Beard.’ ” 

French was not usually’ sensitive 
about his appearance, and as he turned 
aWey.it was remarked “Old Blue seems 
to have the blues tonight,”’ at which 
there was a laugh. There is no reason, 
however, to indicate suicide. Dr. French 
retired at his usual hour, after calling 
his dogs, as was his custom.

GOVERNOR CITES LETTERS 


Declares New Evidence Would 
Have Made the Execu- 
tion Inhuman. 


Gov. Folk, at Jefferson City last night 
gave out a vigorous reply to a New 
York Sun editorial criticising him for 
having commuted to life imprisonment 
the sentence of Edgar G. Bailey, who 
had been condemned to death for the 
murder of Charles Ferguson, a non- 
union driver, during a cabmen’s strike 
in Kansas City. 

After a strong plea fer clemency had 
been;made to him, Gov. Folk, unable, 
because of a storm, to get a regular 
train out of St. Louis, rode to Jefferson 
City on a locomotive in order to arrive 
there in time to prevent the execution 
of Bailey. 

He denies that his action was prompt- 
ed solely by influence brought to bear 
on him by the Federation of Labor, and 
Says that it would have been a crime 
to hang Bailey, in the light of facts 
which developed after his conviction. 

The New York Sun editorial, which ap- 
peared, Jan. 3, headed “Folk and 
Hoch,” reads: 


FOLK AND HOCH. 


The Hon. Joseph W. Folk, Gov. 
ernor Of Missouri, is supposed to 
make a specialty of enforcing the 
laws.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Wilton Hein- 
ard, blind for almost two years, will 
hereafter see through the eves of a rab- 
bit if a delicate operation, performed at 
the Episcopal Eye and Ear Hospital, is 
a success. The surgéons will be able to 
tell whether or not the operation is a 
success tomorrow, when Heinard goes 
under the knife for the last time.

“T> have yielded to the demands of 
those who clamored for the man’s life 
when the evidence did not, in my opin- 
ion, show that he deserv ed death, 
would have been inhuman; to have al- 
lowed them to quench their thirst for 
his blood, in order to gratify their wish 
for an example to be held up to terror- 
ize labor organizations ind have been 
cowardly. 

“Tl think a laboring man Is entitled 
to the same rights before the law as 
anyone else-—no more and no less. 

‘‘Whether he be laboring man or cap- 
italist, every man, I think, is entitled 
to justice, and that is what Bailey re- 
ceived when his sentence was commut- 
ed from death to imprisonment in the 
Penitentiary for life. 

“Tf the appeal for justice had been de- 
nied merely because powerful men op- 
posed it, I would have been false to 
my duty and to my oath of office.”

Hialf a dozen letters received by the 
Municipal Terminals Commission within 
the past few weeks throw a new and 
highly important light on certain phases 
of the terminal and river transfer situ- 
ation St. Louis. The letters are all 
from large vusiness houses of St. Louis 
showing: 

First—That St. louis business houses 

‘which pay teaming or transfer com- 
panies for hauling freight to and from 

Mast St. Louis are charged three times 
as much for the services as merchants 
of Kansas City or Chicago pay for like 
Service; 

Second—That a disposition is believed 
by business men to exist among railroad 
managers who complete freight con- 
tracts by delivery terminal 
transfer company at Kast Si. Louis for 
delivery Louis, confine their 
transfer business to onc conrpany; 
and, 

Third—That such action on the part 
of railroads would result in the forma- 
tion of a transfer monopoly as onerous 
as the bridge arbitrary. 

Action Is Urged. 

One business house that sent a letter 
of the kind to the Municipal Bridge and 
Terminal Commission, said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: 

“We did write such a letter, but we 
prefer not appear in the attitude 
of forcing this matter alone. Others, 
to our knowledge, have written similar 
pletters and the commission should act 
upon them at the same time.

Feb. 1 and it is expected business will 
be very much increased in the matter 
of drayage between St. Louis and East 
St. Louis at that time. The question 
as to the award of thé transfer business 
of the various railroads will be decided 
at a meeting of traffic officials of the 
lines jn interest next Tuesday, at the 
rooms of the S8t. Louis Eastbound 
Freight Committee in the Union Station 
Buildirg. 

What is considered by many to be a 
matter of even greater importance is 
the subject of cost of transfer charges 
to St. Louis menshonts, as compared 
to expenses for the same service to 
merchants of Kansas City and Chi- 
cago. There is a little difference in favor 
of St. Louis so far as the first cost of 
equipment for tramsfer business is con- 
eerned, and charges for maintenance 
and teamsters are no greater in either 
Chicago or Kansas City. 


Cause of Disparity. 


The complaint from merchants is, for 
instance, that a St. Louts firm expend- 
ing $100 per day for operation of its 
teams for receiving and _ delivering 
freight, would get the same service for 
less than one-half the money, either in 
Chicago or Kansas City. 

This is true because with few ex- 
ceptions the railroads in this city and 
in East St. Louis compel shippers to 
deliver at a dozen or more doors at 
each freight house, instead of receiving 


_ the freight and receipting for it in one 
lot on the platform of the freighthouse. 
“Or wagons,” said one business man 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, “have an 
average.of 20 shipments on each load. 
At most freighthouses that means 
2 distinct stops and starts and 20 calls 
on the receiving clerk for signature of 
shipping receipts, and the result is that 
the best we can make is three loads per 
day or four under the most favorable 
conditions, where Chicago and Kansas 
City merchants, who deliver the load 
on the mage alge at one stop, are enabled 
to handle six loads per day. 
“Our transfer business costs us $3000 
month now, and if the freighthouses 
ere would do the trucking and have 
the requisite number of receiving clerks, 
as they have in Chicago and Kansas 
City, the time we would gain would en- 
able us to get along with les sthan one- 
if what we now expend.’’

He 
was in the Seventh Cavalry as sergeant, 
lieutenant and captain in succession. 

Silven served most of the time in 
Troop EF of the Seventh Cavalry. Just 
before the Custer massacre of Juve 3%, 
1876, Silven, with a troop of 50 men, 
was sent to Powder River and ‘had to 
fight his way through. When he re- 
ported to Gen. Reno he was accompanied 
by only six troopers. All these were 
wounded and he himself was bleeding. 
He carries the scars of these wounds 
still 

After the Sioux war, when his term of 
enlistment ended, Silven went to India 
and enlisted in the British army under 
(Jen. Hicks MacDonald. He served in 
India 18 months and was wounded and 
given a commission of lieutenant. 

From India ‘he drifted for adventure 
to South America, was made a major 
in the Chilean army and fought in the 
war against Peru. Here he was ¢«0 
badly wounded that he had to quit the 
active service. Then he drifted uv the 
west coast of South and Central @mer- 
ica, to Sait Francisco.

In San Francisco, Denver and Santa 
Fe he followed his profession of 
architect, and came to Dallas in the 
latter part of 1893.

Visited in the Daytime.

“Tl will make a thorough investi- 
gation of this report,” said Lieu- 
tenant Mansfield to a Post- Dispatch 
reporter yesterday, “and if I find the 
officers who are accused guilty they 
will probably go before the board. 
Loafing in a stabte is not a criminal 
offense, of course, but it ts a clea: 
neglect of duty.” 

“Drinking beer, however. and 
‘shooting craps’ are serious offences, 
and will result certainly in the sus- 
pension of the officera if they ure 
found guilty.”’

When spring came the imported ram 
and ewes were turned out with the herd. 
All the domestit sheep carefully avoided 
the bright green bush which was just 
making its appearance. The imported 
CW Bs followed the example of the do- 
mestic sheep. The English ram was not 
SO wise, He gorged himself on the suc- 
culent green leaves of the suspected 
plant. The herder saw him eating the 
Zreen stuff and wondered. In six hours 
the ram was dead. 

Rubber in Ram's “Innards.” 

An expert from Denver performed an 
autopsy and found the stomach and in- 
testines of the ram filled with minute 
particles of rubber. These, he said, had 
caused death. 

Dunbar was greatly excited, fearing 
that his entire herd might be wiped out. 
He began experimenting with the weed 
and found it yielded a quantity of crude 
ee With very littie manipulation, 
Others became interested in the discoy- 
ery and a company was organized in 
Michigan to exploit it.

The 
rubber from the Colorado plant works 
up with less labor than fhe Para. 
_ Representative Edwin Denby of Mich- 
igan. with Dunbar. called on Secretary 
Hitchcock with samples and asked that 
the land he withdrawn from settlement 
until sufficient seed could be gathered 
tO insure a crop of the valuable weed. 
Secretary Hitehcock was so impressed 
that he issued immediate instructions 
to the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office to withdraw it.

. Land Owners. 








SEEK - ~- BETTER 


Hope to Cut Down. Supply 
and Force harper 
Demand. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

VERSAILLES, Ky.. Jan. 13.—The pro- 
moters of the proposed ‘“‘Burley Tobac- 
co Growers’ Union of Kentucky,’” which 
was launched ‘here recently, are much 
in earnest and believe that they have 
that will result in 
higher prices for tobacco, and thereby 
solve the problems that nave vexed the 
growers of the weed during the past 
five or six years. 

The agreement adopted by the meet- 
ing of Woodford growers obligates the 
subscribers to “‘obey all orders of a 
Board of Control, to be composed of one 
member from each county,” and de- 
clares the object of the organization to be 
to permanently control the area of bur- 
ley tobacco to be grown after the year 
1907. and to not grow any tobacco at all 
during the year 1907. 

Coniracts already entered into be- 
tween land-owners and tenants prevent- 
ed the adoption of the agreement for 
the year 1906. 

Half a dozen men have started a can- 
vass of Woodford County, and they ex- 
pect to obtain the signatures of four- 
fifths of the land-owners of Woodford 
County to the ‘‘no crop in 1907" agree- 
ment. When Woodford is fully organ- 
ized, meetings wili be called in other 
counties, and a strong effort will be 
made to bring the entire burley district 
into the movement. | 

The call for the meeting was signed 
by Senator J. W. Newman, who was a 
leader in the Burley Tobacco Growers 
Association movement; J. D. Smith, W. 
T. Turner, J. C. and R. W. Noel. The 
speakers were: W. T. Noel, A. T. Har- 
ris, Frank Collier, C. B. Sullivan and C. 
C. Jennings. 

“We will make this move on the prin- 
ciple of supply and demand,” said Mr. 
Jennings. ‘‘The American Tobacco Co. 
tells us the price is regulated by supply 
and demand, and that low prices have 
been caused by overproduction. Let's 
test the matter. If we cut off the entire 
crop in 1907 and the price still remains 
too low for us to raise the crop profita- 
bly, then we will try another plan—the 
establishment of local factories and the 
manufacture of our own tobacco.”’ 

One of the alleged causes of the fail- 
ure of the late Burley Growers’ Asso- 
Cilation was the inability to secure 
pledges of tobacco from all the tenants. 
Under the present plan, when the land- 
Owners have agreed that no tobacco 
shall be grown on their land, the thing 
will be settled. 


HERRING CATCH IS 
WORTH $2,680,000, 


LONDON, Jan. 13.—The east coast her- 
almost completed, and 
both at Yarmouth and Lowestoft the 
crews of the majority of the boats are 
“making up’’ and being paid off, and in 
many instances tne men are 
large sums of money. 

In round figures the total landihgs at 
the two ports have been 67,000 lasts. or 
some 884,400,000 fish. 

The late Frank Buckland made an in- 
teresting calculation of the enormous 
value_of .the herring.to the. population, 
based on Dr. Letheby’s chemical ana}l- 
ysis of the fish Compared with bee’, 
the herring was found to contain 419 
more grains of carbon, but 32 grains less 
of nitrogen, so while the herring is in- 
ferior to beef eas a heat produver, it is 
much richer as a flesh former.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13. — Senator 
“Joe’’ Blackburn of Kentucky, although 
defeated for re-election to the United 
States Senate, has had his future pro- 
vided for threugh the generosity of a 
friend of his youth. The Senator has 
been in public life 2 years, but fn all 
that time has had only his salary. Be- 
cause of his rugged honesty he has 
refused opportunities to make money 
which came to him in his official po- 

sition. 

When Senator Blackburn's father died 
he left him land in Woodford, Ky. This 
is so valuable that it always is re- 
ferred to as ‘“‘Woodford County land’’ 
the same as “Government bonds.” It 
is in the very center of the stock-rais- 
ing blue grass section. Like all young 
men of his time, Senator Blackburn be- 
gan spending his money. 

He married and built for his bride an 
ideal country home on this estate. It 
wos bought in by Frank Harper, the 
well-known breeder of race horses, the 
owner of Longfellow. whose famous 
stock farm adjoitned the Blackburn 
home. Harper never used the place. He 
stocked it and took the greatest care 
of it. Senator Blackburn was in a po- 
sition in his earlier days to do many 
favors for Mr. Harper. 

Frank Harper died last summer, and 
when his will was probated a short time 
ago it was found he had 
to Senator Blackburn, during his life, 
the house he had built for his bride and 
5 acres of land. On the death of Sen- 
ator Blackburn the estate is to pass 
in fee simnvle to Lucille Lane, the little 
granddaughter of Senator Blackburn. 
This child is the daughter of Senator 
slackburn’s daughter, Lucie, 
ried a New Jersey man 
who afterward committed suicide. 

The estimated income from the farm 
is $2500 a year, and Senator Blackburn, 
who is almost 70 years old, and his see- 
ond wife will be enabled to live in com- 
fort for the remainder of their lives, 
Knowing, too, their little granddaughter 
is provided for.

Two months of persistent and cley- 
er detective work rewarded Mrs.

The arrest of Broglie and Miss Mary 
Eisele, who is Mrs. Broglie’s cousin, 
came as the immediate result of a 
visit of Mrs. Broglie and her uncle, 
John Bisele, to the office of State’s 


Attorney J. F. Gillham of Madison 
County Friday afternoon, and their 
subsequent recital of their story to 
the grand jury, which was about to 
adjourn. 

Indictments were returned in quick 
fashion against Broglie and Miss Ei- 
sele and Sheriff Crowe went at once 
to the home of Mrs. Alice Luttweg, 
where both were boarding, and ar- 
rested them. They were taken to Ed- 
wardsville on an electric car yester- 
day, and several hours later confront- 
ed Justice Breese Glass. They waived 

reliminary examination and_ their 

onds were fixed at $100 each. They 

were unable to furnish security and 
were sent to Jail to await their trial, 
which, it is expected, will take place 
within a week. 

John Eisele, father of Miss Eisele, 
dramatically renounced his daughter 
in the courtroom yesterday, declaring 
that he wished never to see her 
again, 


Denounced by Her Father. 


“You have disgraced me and your- 
self, and have broken your old moth- 
er’s heart,’ cried Eisele, ‘‘and you 
shall nevér set your foot in my house 
again.” 

Mrs. Martha Broglie then upbraided 
her husband and taunted rim with the 
failure of the plans which he had 
laid so carefully in order to abandon 
her and their little girls. 

After seeing her husband and her 
rival safely in Jail Mrs. Broglie, ac- 
companied by the young woman's 
father, went to East St. Louis to visit 
relatives. 

To State’s Attorney Gillham Mrs. 
Broglie stated that the friendship of 
her husband and Miss Eisele, she had 
discovered, began when the young 
woman, whose purents ilve near Pitts- 
burg, visited the Broglies. 

Mrs. Broglie says she was ignorant 
of the friendship until she learned 
that both were living near East Al- 
ton, though Miss Eisele, she declares, 
had left her home with the explana- 
tion that she was going to stay with 
friends in Pittsburg, shcrtly after 
Broglie’s departure. 


Left Wife and Three Daughters. 


According to Mrs. Broglie she and 
her husband, who is 40 years old, 
have been married 17 years. They 
have three daughters, aged 4, 6 and 10 
years. They owned their home, Mrs. 
Broglie says, and her husband earned 
high wages as an iron worker.

NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—The Evening 
Post, in its weekly review of the mar- 
kets, says: 

Wall Street.—Yesterday’s estimates of 
the week's gain in cash holdings by the 
banks are confirmed by today’s bank 
statement; the actual $12,000,000 increase 
duly appears, and the “average’’ pro- 
cess, which made last Saturday's state- 
ment weaker than the real conditions 
warranted, is rectified by an apparently 
greater gain this week. Thus the cash 
reserve is reported as higher than last 
week by 315,600,000, and since loans are 
reported practically unchanged, the sur- 
plus reserve goes up $12,300,000. 

The purely nominal increase in the 
loans, in a week of violent speculation 
for the rise, and with loans on specu- 
lative stocks transferred in great quan- 
tity from London, will be regarded with 
considerably more skepticism than the 
increase in cash. No doubt it is possible 
that in loans, also, a good part of last 
Saturday’s misleading “averaging’’ was 
refiected in the opposite direction today. 
But there will still be scoffers and un- 
believers, who will talk tn their reck- 
less way about ‘‘manipulated’”’ state- 
ments. 

It was not clear what was the bank 
ptatement’s influence on the stock mar- 
ket. Very evidently, a mass of specu- 
Jative holdings had been reserved to 
throw on the market to realize profits 
when the favorable bang statement 
phould be issued, This movement was 
at first offset by the enthusiastic vio- 
lence with which buying orders from 
the speculative contingent came to hand, 
but in the end it forced down prices. 
Adévances*made in the first few minutes 
of today’s business were largely lost 
just before the close,

LEWISTON, Idaho, Jan. 13.—‘'Condl- 
tions on the Nez Perces reservation 


have improved to a great extent since 
the decision In the Dick case has per- 
mitted saloons on the reserve,’ said 
Deputy Sheriff W. C. Foresman, who 
has just returned from a trip over the 
reservation. 

‘There ia not nearly so much drunk- 
enness and the people who are now sell- 
ing liquor have enough at stake that 
they will be sure to run an orderly 
lace. The Sheriff has stopped all boot- 
Sceetinee and the tough characters who 
sometimes conducted these joints have 
gone. As a general rule they were not 
able to pay the license. 

‘In Culdesac there were formerly sev- 
en bootlegging joints. There are now 
just two saloons and less trouble. 
“Tt is not the Dick decision that has 
given the liquor to the Indian. It was 
the decision in the Heff case that per- 
mitted the Indian to buy liquor. The 
Dick decision permitted the saloong on 
the reservation. If the people wish to 
stop the Indians from oe we have 
a State law that they can enforce. The 
Sheriff has not enough deputies to po- 
lice the reservation, but any warrants 
placed in our hands will be served.’’

NO RADICAL CHANCE | 


IN THE SITUATION 


Bull Forces Still Have the 
Upper Hand on Wall 
Street, 


LOCAL STOCKS STRONG 


BY R. 0. JOHNSON. 

Nothing of importance has developed 
during the week to cause any radical 
change in the speculative situation, and 
prices of stocks fenerally have held tirm 
or been carried upward. 

The same old tactics of picking up one 
set of securities and rushing them up- 
ward, while selling is carried on in oth- 
ers has been the notable feature of the 
market, and in this way the appearance 
of strength is given to the entire list 
which facilitates the distribution. 
That insiders are marketing a 
line of securities purchased at 
levels, while special stocks are 
upward there is a080iulte.y no qQuestivn, 
as this is invariably the means adopted 
to distribute securities after a pro- 
nounced rise and when prices are reaci- 
ing for the ton 

The rumor mills are also grinding to 
their utmost capacity and if ome were to 
believe the many reports of consolidu- 
tions, purchases of control by different 
railroads, mergers and stories that are 
floating around Wall street, he would he 
a fit subject for an insane asylum. This 
iS a@iSO another strong indication that 
the bull speculation has nearly run its 
course. For if one will take as a com- 
parison the many rumors of consolida- 
tions in the bull market four years ago 
and the few that were actually carried 
out, one may expect the same result 
from many of those now in circulation. 

Deals Pending. 
_ True, there are important plans pend- 
ing which will ultimately be carried out. 
There is no question that developments 
of importance are pending in the North- 
western railroad situation involving the 
Great Northern, the Northern Pacific 
and Union Pacific. Also that United 
States Steel Corporation will be included 
as a factor in the purchase or leasing 
of the ore lands of the Great Northern. 

The passing of the control of the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron Co. and the Re- 
public Steel and Iron Co. to the Gates 
interests, no doubt, also foreshadows the 
early merging of the Southern steel and 
iron properties. But that these develop- 
ments have been more than discounted 
in the fabulous advance in values which 
has taken placa there is little doubt. 
And the absolute carrying out of these 
plans in the near future, owing to the 
fact that they have been talked of and 
been discounted {n the markets for 
months and months, should be very 
close to the top of the bull speculation 
for some time to come. 

Another stimulant recentiy has been 
the sensational advance in copper 
shares, and especially on reports of tBe 
discovery of enormous ore bodies in the 
Anaconda mine, which is controlled by 
the Amalgamated Copper Co. Tempo- 
rarily. at least, this is considered a bull 
card, but whether or not it wil] prove 
one eventually remains to be seen 

Copper’s Rise. 
, It has been a principle of the Butte 
mining district, where these properties 
are located, that In the lower levels of 
the mines the ore lessens in value. 

The recent strike in the Anaconda 
was at the deepest or 2200-foot level 
which means according to Butte mining 
engineers that the entire past theory 
regarding the Butte ore bodies has been 
wrong. 

It means that below the lean streak 
or white iron zone, in which the Ana- 
conda properties have been bottoming, 
that there is a possibility of great ore 
bodies, and if this is true of the Ana- 
conda property, it is probably true of 
the entire Butte district. 

If true it is easily seen that the pro- 
duction of copper may be increased to 
a very large extent in the near future, 
in which case a decline in the price of 
the raw metal would be inevitable. Con- 
sequently the Butte strike may be a 
boomerang to bull speculators the 
not distant future. 

The money market remains unsatis- 
factory despite the easier tendency dis- 
played by rates. The currency move- 
ment to the East has not been up to ex- 
pectations. And although it should in- 
crease in volume in the near future, 
nevertheless the requirements in the 
West owing to the prosperous business 
conditions should make the return flow 
lighter this year than heretofore. Easy 
money in February and March may be 
looked forward to, and from then on a 
firm rate for the balance of the year— 
due to the extension of credits in stocks 
the tendency shown by foreigu bankers 
to keep money abroad to be prepared 
for any unfavorable foreign develop- 
ments, and the enormous demands for 
funds for new business enterprises may 
be expected. 

Another Factor. 

Another factor of the highest impor- 
tance to the speculator in the near fu- 
ture will be the crops of 1906, for with 
stocks at the present altitude any un- 
favorable developments or crop scares 
would be reflected in a very serious de- 
cline. 

Wali street has reared a. structure 
that must have absolutely perfect con- 
ditions to support it and the crop out- 
look in the cominig year will be of the 
most vital importance on this account. 

On the local Stock Exchange the 
market continues to broaden. The sales 
for the week reflected an improved spec- 
ulative and investment demand. Prices 
have continued thelr advance slowly, 
with the United Railways securities the 
favorite issues. ,

QUIET 


Corn Slightly Lower in Late 
Trading—Oats Easy 
in Sympathy. 


The bulls had a slight advantage on 
the week's trading, but very slight, and 
grain market sentiment at the present 
writing is badly mixed. 

The trade in general is of such light 
volume that even the professionals are 
having @ hard time scalping out an ex- 
istence. Commission house business is 
practically at a standstill. 

The depressing feature in the situation 
continues to be the heavy piling up of 
stocks in the Northwest, Minneapolis 
reporting an increase for the aul of 
over 1,400,000 bu, and this in the face 
of only a moderately improved milling 
demand. 

The local cash situation in the lat- 
ter part of the week showed a healthier 
demand and was largely responsible for 
the firmer feeling which developed. 

Foreign markets have also lapsed into 
dullness, although adverse reports from 
India steadied the late prices. Argen- 
tine news was also less favorable, the 
harvest in that country being reported 
as badly delayed by very heavy rains. 
Expert estimates on the exportable sur- 
plus wheat from Argentine now place 
the figure at 100,000,000 bu, ainat pre- 
vious estimates of about 120,000,000 bu. 

The export injuiry for wheat contin- 
ues very light, with the demand confined 
largely to Manitoba offerings. 

Reports from the growing crop con- 
tinue favorable, the recent mild temper- 
atures bel superseded by distinctly 
winter conditions. Beneficial snow cov- 
ering is reported in most of the impor- 
tant grain area and only minor dam- 
age is reported in certain sections from 
thawing and freezing. Conditions, in 
fact, have remained so ideal through- 
out the winter wheat belt that the 
“crop killer’ has been out of a posi- 
tion, but the time of his activity is fast 
approaching. 

The corn market reflected a _ firm 
tendency in the early period on 
very light offerings, firm foreign mar- 
kets and reports of damage in Argen- 
tina by locusts. The cash demand con- 
tinues fair, and farmers report. that 
feeders are still heavy buyers. Later 
prices were easier on more liberal offer- 
ings. 

Trading in oats was light throughout. 
Receipts are heavy, but the cash de- 
mand continues sufficient to absorb all 
offerings. 

Australian wheat shipments this week 
were 672,000 bu, last week 576,000 bu, last 
vear 776.000 bu. 

Broomhall estimates world’s shipments 
for Monday next will be about 8,800,000 
bu, of which Europe will take about 7,- 
200,000 bu.

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ECENT rumors published 
by sem1-official organs of 
the Vatican at Rome ap- 
pear to indicate that 
there may be a further 
creation of American 
cardinals at an ap- 
proaching eonsistory. 

The statement that a western cardinal is to 
be created has excited no little discussion, 
and Chicago and St. Paul are already claim- 
ing that they should have the red hat in- 
tended for the West. | 

Everybody agrees that the United States 
is entitled to a_ stronger representation 
among the cardinals than she enjoys at 
present. This country now has no more 
voting strength in the Sacred College than 
Canada, Australia, Ireland and other coun- 
tries where there are not one-fifth as many 
Catholics as there are in the United States. 
There is only one American cardinal, while 
there are over thirty Italian cardinals. 

Americans of all denominations have long 
fe:it that this country should be more ade- 
quately represented in the Sacred College. 
The first suggestion of an American cardi- 
nal was made to the Vatican by Abraham 
Lincoln, and it is felt at the present time 
that from four to six cardinals in this coun- 
try would not be more than the United 
States is entitled to by reason of numerical 
and financial strength. It is likely, how- 
ever, that the Vatican will move slowly in 
this matter and that not more than one ad- 
ditional American cardinal will be created 
at a time. The East has had two cardinals, 
McCloskey and Gibbons, the former at New 
York, the latter at Baltimore. 

Any new American cardinal should cer- 
tainly come from the West. The country 
west of the Allegheny Mountains contains 
more of the faithful, and with greater finan- 
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cial and social strength than many Euro- 
pean countries which have half a dozen ecar- 
dinals. Students of the subject assert that 
the next American eardinal is likely to be 
the Archbishop of St. Louis. The reason for 
this is that St. Louis can put up a stronger 
claim from a geographical, historical and 
numerical standpoint than any other west- 
ern city. A Chicago cardinal could not 
claim to represent the whole West, the 
Southwest and the South, while Chicago is 
totally lacking in the historical background 
which the Vatican loves, its archiepiscopal 
see having been created generations after 
that of St. Louis. 

New Orleans has a strong historical claim, 
but could not pretend to adequately repre- 
sent either the North, the West or the 
Northwest. Minnesota has a strong candi- 
date for Vatican honors in Archbishop Ire- 
land—‘‘the Ameriean  Richelieu’’—but, 
aside from his personal distinction and rare 
diplomatic ability, the archdiocese of St. 
Paul cannot put forth metropolitan claims 
equal to those of Chicago, New Orleans and 
St. Louis. A San Francisco eardinal is re- 
garded as out of the question. 

It is therefore asserted that St. Louis has 
the strongest claim upon the next American 
red hat on geographical, historical and nu- 
mereial grounds. In addition to this, the 
present Archbishop of St. Louis is a man of 
high personal distinction. The only obstacle 
that has been pointed out to his elevation is 
his youth, ‘‘but,’’ said a student of this sub- 
ject recently, ‘‘many younger cardinals have 
been created than Archbishop Glennon, and 
he is steadily overcoming the age objection.’ 

‘““It would be the greatest advertisement 
the West could have,’’ said a prominent citi- 
zen, ‘‘to have a cardinal permanently resid- 
ing in it. Chicago once. sent a delegation of 
Protestants to the Vatican to try and have a 
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Chicago cardinal appointed ‘to boom the 
town,’ as they told Leo XIII. Chicago's 
claims to a red hat cannot compare with 
those of St. Louis, and from a purely busi- 
ness point of view it would be the greatest 


thing that ever happened to St. Louis and. 


the Southwest if we could get it.”’ : 


Personal friepds of Archbishop Glennon 


assert that he ts not a candidate for a red 
hat, but, in view of the gossip at Rome, ad- 
mit the strength of the claims for St. Louis.

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Seooping Up Millions of 
Dollars Out of the Mud 
--Strange New Craft 
Revolutionize Mining--- 
Coming Into Mississippi 


OLD SHIPS that will sail over 
the Rockies and take treasure 
out of the waters of the Up 
per Missouri River country 
are the daily and dazzling ex- 
pectancy of the people north 
of St. Louis. The gold ships 
are coming from the Pacific 

side of the mountains. where they have been work- 
ing up the Snake River, screening its gold-bearing 
sands as they went, and they are due any day now 
upon the River Belle Fourche,-in South Dakota. 

In Deadwood and the Black Hill country they 
talk of the gold ships as men talk of great things, 
and they scan the western horizon for the odd der- 
rick masts of the queerest fleet that ever cruised the 
Northwest. 
treasure that the gold ships are going to dredge out 
of the great sandbars of the Missouri, the Pelle 
Fourche, the Platte, the Yellowstone and every other 
river that comes down from the gold bearing 
heights. 

And the dreams that they dream are fine dreams 
and eatching. They have spread down the river un- 
til even as far down as St. Charles, perhaps, ripari- 
ous folk will soon point to sand bars “full of gold” 
and: talk of the gold ships that are coming to get it. 

The gold ship is what a St. Louis riverman would 
call a sand dredge: and that is what it is, supple- 
mented within by a battery of screens and brushes 
which separate silver and gold from sand. They 
are the newest and most novel innovation in West. 
ern mining. They have a series of separate scoops, 
or of chain and bucket belts which bite the sand 
and hoist it up, and they are armed ahead with 
mechanical tentacles which enable them to eat their 
- way through a sandbar as a bug burrows in earth. 


What Was Done in Wyoming. 


The company which is bringing these to the Up- 
per Missouri-has done some amazing mining with 
them over in the waters of Wyoming, where many 
hundreds of thousands in gold and silver were taken 
out hy means without which the particles of pre 
cious metals mixed with sand could not have been 
secured.* The company reasons that if there is gold 
in the sand of the rivers flowing down the west 
slope of the Rockies, also be gold in 
those flowing down the east slope. They are quite 
sure that if the Snake River, which drains a coun- 
try less rich in gold and silver than some others, 
has treasure in its bars, then the Belle Fourche, 
which drains such an Eldorado as the Black Hills, 
must tumble great fortunes about in its sands. 

Deadwood and the Belle Fourche country have a 
faith in these ships that is glorious. They are 
eager to have them come in and begin. They arte 
sure that by this means is Deadwood to recover her 
vogue and forge ahead again from the place where 
she stopped when Deadwood, after a meteoric rise 
with the discovery of gold in the Black Hills, knew 
fame for a day and then fell back upon the rather 
uncanny prestige of “Deadwood Dick.” 

The gold ships mean life to Deadwood—life of the 
sort a city enjoys when it becomes the beating heart 
of a great industry, which it vitalizes and by which 
it is vitalized. That is what they foresee in Dead- 
wood, and there are few scoffers, for the gold ship 
is capable of wonderful things, and has already 
done wonderful things over in the Snake River, just 
over the Great Divide. 

Nobody knows what quantities of gold and silver 
have washed down into the Belle Fourche in the 
space of time. Nobody knows how high the hills 
were when they were new, how much of them were 
géld and silver, and how much of that gold and 
silver, by erosive and corrosive process, has beet 
rémoved from the hills and carried down into the 
river sands. Nobody knows how long that perfeet- 
ly reasonable condition continued.

umberland, lost on the Goodwins; the Vanguard at 
Chatham, the York at Harwich, the Resolution eff 


the Sussex coast, the Newcastle at Spithead and the 
Reserve at Yarmouth, the first five being vessels 
mounting 70 guns, while the others carried 60 apiece. 
Then there was the awful disaster which overtook 
Sir Cloudesiey Shovel on Oct. 22, 1707, when three of 
his fleet ran ashore off the Sicillies. The Admiral 
and his ship Association, together with 800 men, 
were lost, and the Eagle, Romney and Firebrand, 
with many more men, also foundered. 

Not many people are aware that the predecessor 
of Nelson’s famous flagship, the Victory, which was 
the pride of the British Navy, came to an untimely 
end in 1744. On Oct, 8 in that year she was lost 
neat the Race of Ajderney in 2 terrific storm, her 
Admiral, Sir John Balchen, 100 gentiemen’s sons and 
& crew of 1000 going down with her. About this 
time the Navy lost many a fine vessel, and the toll of 
human fife was very heavy. As an example, the 
case of the Prince George, a fine line of battleship 
mounting 8) guns, may be quoted. While on a voy- 
age to Gibraltar a fire broke out on board, and in 
spite of the efforts of her crew she burned to the 
water's edge, some 400 of the crew perishing with 
her. 


When H. M. §. Scepter was wrecked in Table Bay 
on Nov. 5, 1799, 291 of her crew perished; and the 
Athenian (64 guns) was lost near Tunis with 374 
lives in October, 1806. Still  eistaned Admiral—Sir 


Thomas Troubridge—was claimed by the sea on Feb. 
1, 1807, when his flagship, the Blenheim (74), with 
the Java (23), foundered near the Island of Rodri- 
guez, in the East Indies. Three years later the Min- 
otaur met her doom, with 360 souls, on the Haak 
Bank, and 300 perished with the frigate Saldafiha, 
off the Irish coast, on Dec. 4, 1811; while the loss 
by fire of the 74-gun Ajax off the Island of Tenedos, 
with 260 ef her crew, must not be forgotten. Ad- 
miral Reynolds and some 2000 men of the crews of 
the battleships St. George (98 cutis), Defence (74 
guns) and Hero met their deathe when those ves- 
sels stranded on the shores of Jutland on Dec. 24, 
1811. 

Coming to more modern times and ignoring smaller 
catastrophes, the wreck of the steam frigate Aveng- 
et (200 drowned) off the north coast of Africa may 
be recorded. Between this year (1847) and 1870 
several vessels were wrecked, with much loses of life, 
but none of these disasters caused such a thrill of 
horror to pass over the country as the flews of the 
foundering of H. M. 8. Captain. She was the famous 
turret ship designed by Capt. Coles, who went on 
board for her maiden voyage. She had hardly left 
the shores of Britain ere she capsized and sank in 
a squall off Finisterre, about midnight on Sept. 7, 
1870. Only the gunner and 17 men were saved, Capt. 
Coles himself, her own Captain, Burgoyne, the son of 


Mr. Childers, First Lord of the Admiralty, and some 
of the most promising men of the setvive, who had 
been especially appointed to her, going down. The 
disaster was attributed to faulty construction—too 
low freeboard, heavy topweight, maste and hurri- 
eane deck. She had cost $2,200,000 and was, of 
course, brand new. 

Many people still have « vivid revollection of the 
loss of the training fr'gate Eurydice, which foundered 
in # gale off the Isle of Wight in 1878, some 300 be - 
ing drowned. Another training ship which met dis- 
aster was the Atalanta, which left Bermuda on 
a trial voyage with a crew consisting of nearly 3°0 
in January, 1880, and was never heard of after- 
wards, it being generally taken for granted that 
she was lost in a storm early the following month. 

More recently there were the loss of the Serpent 
gunboat, with 178 lives, off the coast of Spain in 
1990; the extraordinary hurricane in Samoa harbor 
in 1980, when three American and three German 
warships were wrecked; the Cobra disaster in the 
North Sea; the sinking of the fronclad Su!tan in the 
Comino Channel and her subsequent raising; the ac- 
cident to H. M. 8. Howe at Ferrol; and the loss of 
the French cruiser Sully a few months ago.

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THE REMEDY 


HE following, if enacted into law, would, it is claimed, render any further life insurance 
frauds of the kind disclosed by the Armstrong Committee absolutely impossible: 
1. Permit a policy holder to sue an imsurance company directly, like amy other corpora- | 


tion. 
2. Restrict the business of life insurance companies to the issue of straight, pure life insur- 
ance policies. A savings bank does not insure lives. A life insurance company assumes the 
functions of a savings bank when it issues endowment or other investment policies. 
3. Give every policy holder the same rights which the general corporation law gives a stock- 


holder. 
4. Require a standard form of life policy like the standard fire insurance policy, and make it 


state separately the items which compose the premium charge, the mortality cost, the reserve and 
the expense loading. 

5. Require the credit every year on the next premium payment of the saving between the the- 
oretio and the real mortality and between the reserve requirements and the investment receipts. 
This would abolish the whole dividend fallacy. 

6. Make life insurance irrevocable to the extent that it has been paid for; abolish all loans, 
surrenders and forfeitures; put a gift of life insurance to a man’s wife and children on the same 
egal basis as any other gift. 

7. Require full and detailed publicity of the names and addresses of the policy holders and all 
salaries, expenses, receipts and disbursements, commissions, contracts and mortality experience. 
Also publish the names and the prices in all purchases and sales of securities and in all loans and 
deposits. Give any 100 policy holders the right to verify these statements and to prosecute for 
perjury and forgery in case of falsity. 

8. Make the trustees and officials jointly and severally liable for any expenditure in ex- 
cess of the expense loading as stated on the face of the policy and for any “diversions” of what- 
soever nature. 

9. Apply the restrictions of the Savings Bank law to life insurance investments. 
would abolish speculation and subsidiary bank and trust companies. 

10. Make it a felony to pay out any life insurance money for political contributions or for | 
a lobby fund, or for any other purposes than those for which a trustee or an administrator may 
expend the trust money in his keeping. . 

11. Abolish the custom of interpreting an insurance policy according to the strict wording 
thereof and hold the companies responsible for their general promises in advertisements and 
through agents. 

12, Repeal the present insurance code and start anew. The present Jaw is the patchwork cre- 
ation of the insurance lobby.

A meeting of the governors, attorneys-general and 
state superintendents of insurance will begin at Chi- 
cago on February | to decide on united action. Policy 
holders throughout the West are also. talking of 
united action, while Lawson continues to gather in 
great numbers of proxies in this part of the 
country and is preparing to spring some kind of a 
sensation.

In addition to all of these eddies and cross cur- 
rents of public opinion, a remarkable series of insur- 
ance developments have resulted in the West such as 
the rapid formation of new companies, the bank- 
ruptcy of blackmailing insurance journals and nu- 
merous fights and personal encounters. Never before 
haye western investors of this class been so excited 
as they are at present. 

The remarkable feature of the whole situation is 
the total absence of any single one plan agreed upon 
as the proper thing to do. Hardly any two western 
states can agree. The western superintendents of 
insurance express the most diverse opinions, and the 
western policy holders are largely at sea. A strong 
effort is emanating from some quarter to postpone 
action on the whole subject, to gain time and seem- 
ingly to add to the prevailing confusion. The only 
thing upon which everybody agrees is that all policy 
holders should keep up their premium payments. 
It is recognized everywhere that the course hitherto 
pursued by western states, in laws and in executive 
action, has been inadequate to protect. the policy 
holders. | 


EVERAL million newspaper col- 
ums have been printed about 
the insurance scandals, but 
not a single thing of perma- 
nent value has yet been ac- 
complished in the way of leg- 
islation to prevent a repeti- 

| tion of these frauds. The 
West is more interested in this subject than any 
other part of the country, for it is paying to the 
Big Three insurance companies over $200,000 per day 
in premiums for every day in the year, not counting 
-new business. The Southwestern States alone con- 
tribute over $37,000,000 per annum in premiums to 
these three corporations. 

Nor is any radical remedial legislation of a valu- 
able character likely to be adopted unless the people 
and the public authorities look out sharp, for it is 
believed the Yellow Dog funds are now working over- 
time under another name and attempts being made 
to pretend that hereafter everything is going to be 
on the level. The Equitable has been “reformed” by 
falling into the hands of Thomas F. Ryan, philan- 
thropist. The Mutual has been “reformed” by Har- 
riman and Rockefeller, two well-known philanthro- 
pists. The New York Life has been “reformed” by 
J. P. Morgan-Rockefeller influences, deposing McCall 
and Perkins. Respectable figureheads have been 
pushed out in front of all three companies. Thomas 
W. ‘Lawson of Boston, another philanthropist, wants 
to save all three companies on a plan of his own. 
Even Lou Payne has come out for the people and 
offered to take off his coat and help “save the com- 
panies from Wall street.” 

A survey of the Southwest shows that the insur- 
ance pot is boiling merrily. The policy holders 
throughout this part of the country declare that they 
are no longer going to permit dust to be thrown in 
their eyes and will see to it that their interests are 
safeguarded. Every state in the West has recently 
formed policy holders’ associations in one of the 
three companies or in all. 

Many of the western state superintendents of in- 
surance are excited over the disclosures and deter- 
mined on remedial measures. Members of all the 
western legislatures are giving close attention to the

FRANKFORT, Ky.—Gov. Beckham in his message 
to the Legislature after dwelling upon the “corruption 
and crime in the management of the large insurance 
companies,” wrote: “I would advise that you care- 
fully examine into your power in the premises and 
that if you find it would be effective, pass a law re- 
quiring a short-period accounting of the surplus to 
the policy holders. I would also advise that you pass 
a law along practicable lines requiring a company 
having business in the State to invest a certain por- 
tion cf its earnings in Kentucky.” 

WASHINGTON.—A novel method of seeking Fed- 
eral control of insurance is proposed in a bill intro- 
duced by Representative Fred Landis of Indiana. 
The bill cites that Congress hag exclusive jurisdic- 
tion of the District of Columbia, the territories and 
the insular possessions of the United States, in conse- 
quence of which authority ts given the Department 
of Commerce and Labor to require full statements 
from all insurance companies doing business within 
such jurisdiction. The bill creates in the Department 
of Commerce and Labor the offices of Superintendent 
of Insurance and National Actuary.

E HUNTED MAN of DEATIE VALL 





O MUCH news of Walter Scott 
is being brought to St. Louis 
by persons returnimg from 
the rush to the new gold 
camps at Bullfrog and Gold- 
field, that this eccentric 
Croesus looms up as the most 
picturesque figure in that 

picturesque country. 

“Scotty,” as he is known through the Bouthwest, 
is the most hunted man in the world. He has a 
secret gold mine in Death Valley. The outside 
world is desperate to find it. The result is that 
whenever “Scotty” is in sight, he is shadowed. 
Whenever he is out of sight he is diligently sought. 

He buys and banks at Los Angeles, and when 
ever he appears there, men dog his every step. They 
shadow him around town. They ride with him ta 
Johannesburg, St. Elmo, Hinkley, Barstow, Dag- 
gett, Ivanpan and the other Santa Fe and San Pedre 
stations where this wily fugitive from covetuous- 
ness boards and leaves the desert trains. 

“Scotty” is powerless to throw them off his heels 
in the city and along the railroads, but once in the 
desert he becomes a wraith that no pursuer hat 
ever been able to track. 

Men ride the desert at night, hoping to encounter 
him. They fine-comb the sands and the rocks, hop- 
ing to cut into his trail. Some of them are des, 
peradoes who would not hesitate to shoot him and 
take possession of his mine if they could find it. 

Only a few days ago “Scotty” was shot from nis 
horse, but escaped by eluding his pursuers among 
the rocks. He had been to Los Angeles, and mount- 
ed for the desert ride at Bennett’s Wells. 

Two days later his horse returned to the Wells 
riderless, with blood on the saddle and a bullet hole 
through the cantle. His brother led a relief party 
which went in search for him, but a furious sand 
storm arose, and they were unable to do any trail- 
ing. Four days later they found him in the Pana- 
mint Mountains. He has now returned to Los An- 
geles to recover from his wound. : 

It is notorious in the Southwest that “Scotty” 
has no more rights in Death Valley than anyone 
else. It is a No-Man’s Land. He cannot keep 
others out. If they discover his quartz lead they 
can settle around it like bees around a plate of 
honey. His only chance of keeping it undiscovered 
is to confine his ingoings and outcomings to the 
cover of night. 


“Scotty”. in the Desert. 


He has led pack trains in and out without any 
pursuer having been able to follow their trail. It 
is thought that a few men enjoy his confidence, 
- but only a few. It is quite certain that his brother, 
who lives at Bennett’s Wells, and is always on hand 
with a good horse when “Scotty” steps from a train 
on his return from Los Angeles, knows where the 
mine is and has spent considerable periods of time 


* there helping the owner work it. 


It is also believed that Rolla King of Los Angeles 
knows where the mine is and something of its ex- 
tent and product, though he has never been there. 
King is “Seotty’s” business agent. The Croesus of 
Death Valley has quite a fortune invested in real 
estate and securities, and he is too busy with his 
mine to look after his city affairs. 

To all others the mine is kept a mystery. 
“Seotty” will talk about it and laugh about it, but 
he is mum as to the things that men most want 
to know. Some of his friends have urged him to 
enter his claim. They regard the policy he is pur- 
suing as extremely hazardous, and believe that his 
own assurance of wealth is sufficient to put an end 
to the adventure. 

“Scotty” has refused their advice. He says that, 
once his claim is made a matter of record, its 
whereabouts will be discovered; that people will 
flock to the place, and that conditions in the Valley 
will become intolerable. His friends admit that 

people will flock to the place, but they cannot un- 


He likes to stow himself away when he is hard- 
pressed, and watch frem some eerie of the cliffs the 
frantic attempts of his pursuers to discover which 
way he went. He likes to gallop at night with 
them out on the wide reaches of sand that lie be- 
tween Death Valley and the railroad stations a day 
and night’s ride away to the south and the south- 
west. “Scotty” goes always armed, but he never 
fires upon his pursuers unless attacked. He has 
no quarrel with them. They are only doing what 
he would himself do in their place. Gold is a great 
siren, and men hurry desperately whence it calls. 

The Southwest-is burning to know what happened 
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the night “Scotty” was shot from his hbrse. That 
was just a week before Christmas. He had been 
urged to stay at Los Angeles for the holidays, but 
“Scotty” never neglects the mine nor stkys long 
from working it. He has never been away it 
for any considerable period but once, and that wa 
when he went to New York last fall. 

He seems sometimes to have a premonition that 
something is going wrong out in the Valley. When 
that mood is on him he hurries out there as fast 
as he can ride. His ante-Christmas trip was of 
that sort. He was about the last man they expected 
to see at Bennett’s Wells the morning he rode in 
there. His brother possibly knew why he was hur- 
rying back when most rich men would enjoy their 


ease for a week or so, but “Scotty” told ne one else. 


The Unsolved Mystery. 


He outfitted for the trip, and started alone. When 
his horse came in with blood on the saddle, the 
people at Bennett’s Wells feared the worst for 
“Scotty.” They supposed he had been killed; but 
he hadn’t. Now, “Scotty” having shown up alive, 
the inference is that some one else possibly got 
killed. The likelihood of this increased by 
“Scotty’s” reticence on the whole subject. He has 
only said he was shot and escaped by hiding in the 
rocks. Who shot him he has not ventured to say. 

Up at Bullfrog and Goldfield, where there are 
thousands of adventurers constantly hunting the 
hills for gold and where prospectors come and go 
every day across the Funeral Mountain range which 
divides the new Nevada Klondike from Death Val- 
ley, they hear it that “Scotty” was the least injured 
of those who participated in the fight and that, if 
he would, he could tell a harrowing tale of being am- 
bushed by men who have threatened to kill him if 
he did not let them in on his secret—men who will

Where the chance of being called upon to an- 
ewer for it is too remote to be thought of, men of 
certain type would not hesitate to murder “Scotty” 
if they could make the crime the means of pos- 
sessing his mine. “Scotty” knows the country, and 
its perils; he also knows the game, and its tricks. 
He takes great risks, but he is capable of meeting 
them. 

There are men in that part of the country who 
have a very wholesome respect for his genius. They 
have followed him from the railroad station, riding 
so close to him that their very insolence invited 
attack.

“Scotty” at Home. 


“Scotty’s” home in the Valley is the Southwest’s 
mansion of mystery. Only his brother has been per- 
mitted to see it. “Scotty” laughingly says that he 
lives “in an open-faced cave.” He has been wolfing 
it there for two years. The mystery of his water 
supply and the remarkable isolation which keeps his 
hiding place undiscovered where so many are seek- 
ing to find them, are “Scotty’s” own secrets, and 
they rival some of the best of the tales of the Ara- 
bian Nights. “Scotty” says he has few comforts 
out there, and cares for no more. When he goes 
to the Valley he goes to work, and not for leisure 
in any luxurious appointed cave. 

There was a story last year of a prospector having 
found “Scotty’s” home and being amazed at the rich. 
ness of its furnishings, but “Scotty” has told his 
friends in Los Angeles that this is not true and 
that he has no comfort out there that any miner, 
prospector or sand-rat does not have in the desert. 
In proof of this, he never takes back with him any 
but the plainest food, and not even the most vigilant 
of his shadowers has ever seen “Scotty” prodding 
across the desert a burro bearing a Morris chair. 
He loads his pack animals with mining tools and 
explosives for the needs of his mine. 

Several times he has been so closely pursued that 
he has found it impossible to continue on. At such 
times he does not abandon his outfit, but turns 
back, usually to his brother's place at Bennett’s 
Wells. In this oasis he bides his time. If he eah 
slip out unobserved at night, he can coneeal himself 
among the Telescopes before morning, though that Is 
a hard night’s ride. In this hiding place he remains

until the next night, when he pushes on over the 
mountiéins into Death Valley. Coming out requires 
less time. He can get out of the Valley and over 
the mountains under cover of darkness, and he 
doesn’t care who sees him the next day, going west, 
on the desert.

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Three Transcontinental Railroads Competing for Enormous Mail 
Contract---A Rockciecller-Hill-Harriman NecK-and-Neck Contest 


Covering Thousands of Miles. 


ESTERN RAILROADS are rac- 

ing for millions this month. 

The Government is preparing 

to let its quadrennia] mail 

contracts, and the Santa Fe, 

Union Pacific and Burlington 

are engaging in a three-cor- 

nered contest for transconti- 

nental mail which railroad and* postal service men 

regard as the most thrilling long-distance train race 
in history. 

The crux of the whole issue is the new San Pedro 
Railroad opened last month between Los Angeles 
and Salt Lake City. The Union Pacifie and the 
Burlington expect this short-cut to become the 
means with which they are to deprive the Santa Fe 
of its rich Pacific Coast mail contract. The Santa Fe 
has answered the challenge by reducing the time of 
its mail trains between Los Angeles and Chicago and 
putting it up to the Burlington and the Union Pa- 
cific to knock some twelve or fourteen hours off their 
schedule between the same points. 

Beyond the plains the race is between the Santa 
Fe and the Union Pacific, but the Burlington’s in- 
terest in the result out there is unique. If the Santa 
Be wins it will carry Chicago and Los Angeles m:i

ail the way between those points, but if the Union 
Pacific wins and the Burlington can beat the Union 
Pacific between Chicago and the Rockies, it can carry 
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La Junta, Colo., a distance of 570 miles. In the 


same year the Union Pacific was paid $1,135,832 for 
carrying mails between Omaha, Neb., and Ogden, 
Utah. The Southern Pacific was paid $682,777 for 
carrying them between Ogden and San Francisco, 
and the Santa Fe got $164,173 for its mail service 
between La Junta, Colo.. and Fl Paso, Tex., and 
$143,771 between Albuquerque, N. M., and The 
Needles, Cal. 

From these figures one readily gains an idea of 
the value of transcontinental mail contracts. The 
mail has been a great factor in the development of 
the West. It was to rush the mail that the fa- 
mous Pony Express established between the Mis- 
sissippi River and the Pacific Coast a record for 
relay horseback riding which is without parallel in 
history. It was to rush the maf] that the pioneer 
Western railroads cut down the long trail trip from 





A Hill - Harriman - Rocke- 
feller Fight 

HE three-cornered contest for transcon- 
T tinental mail contracts is a Hill-Har- 
riman-Rockefeller fight. The Santa Fe 

is a Rockefeller railroad, the Union Pacific a 
Harriman line, the Burlington a Hill interest. 
These giants of the financial world, though 
united in their opposition to the Panama Ca- 
nal, continually oppose each other in the fight 

for transcontinental business. 
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A railroad is only sure of mail which no other 


road can carry. It has no fear of losing its con- 


tracts to carry local mail; but transcontinental mails 


are another thing. There is competition for them, 
and the contracts to carry them are of such a na- 
ture that the Postal Department may divert them 
at any time to another road which is making better 
time. 


Uncle Sam’s Control of Speed. 


If this were not true, the Government would con- 
tinually have its hands full exhorting the railroads 
to make the time called for in their contracts. Un- 
der the present policy they have to outspeed com- 
petitors, not in the test races alone, but continually, 
and the moment their schedules become slower than 
those of another road touching the same points, it 
is the duty of the Government to hand the mails 
over to the faster trains. 

This is the condition which makes things lively 
this month along the Santa Fe, the Burlington and 
the Union Pacific. They are all after big contracts 
in the postal service, and they can only get them 
by excelling in speed. It is a long race from the 
Mississippi River to the Rockies, and a longer one 
from here out to the Pacific Coast; but this is the 
course upon which the battte is being fought. 

The Western railroads have evolved out of much 
experience for this sort of thing what are known as 


“prairie engines.’ They are enormous moguls of

A railroad may have rich 
contracts today, but tomorrow a shorter competing 
line, making better time between important points, 
may win away the best of them. 





of power are prodigious, and the necessity for hav- 
ing the best of roadbeds, rails and bridges for them 
to run on has made long reaches of speed upon 
Western railroads possible beyond the dreams of 
the pioneers who pushed the first make-shift rail.

One of those big engines can march over the flat 
face of Kansas hour after hour, with five coaches, 
at a 90-mile gait, and even the great overland trains 
of 10, 12 and 14 coaches fly over the plaing ag fast 
as 60 miles an hour.

A peculiarity of this part of the contest is that 
the Burlington’s contracts along this part of the 
route depend to a great extent upon the outcome 
bevond the Rockies. That is, though the Burlington 
may win the race between Chicago and Denver, it 
would lose some of the cream of the transcontinentai 
business if the Santa Fe won the last half of the 
race, for the Burlington cannot deliver to the Santa 
Fe in Colorado on a fast schedule. Upon the other 
hand, if the Union Pacific wins the western end of 
the race, the Burlington could deliver to it on a fast 
schedule and could, if the trains are fast enough, 
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whole Santa Fe route to California. One of these 
is the Raton Pass, southwest of Trinidad, and the 
other is the San Francisco range, in Western Ari- 
zona. The Union Pacific, upon the other hand, while 
perhaps considerably shorter in miles, may be as 
long or even longer in hours, for it runs through 
the heart of the Rockies.

Letter mail is weighed but once im four years, 
except in extraordinary cases. In these quadrennial 
weighings the Government determines the average 
daily mail passing through certain channels. The 
railroads are paid for handling this quantity of mail 


for the next four years. The quantity may grow 
greater or smaller, but in che contract it remains the 
same, and the rate for the service is fixed accord- 
ingly at so much per pound. 

These weighings are in progress now, and by the 
time the results are known the railroads will have 
been selected for this. service and that. Every rail- 
road carries some mail. It is only in exceptional 
eases that there is any necessity for splitting hairs. 
The Santa Fe-Burlington-Union Paeific case ig ex-. 
-eptional, and in their case the Government will split 
a hair 2500 miles long. 


Excitement of the Race. 


A transcontinental train raee is attended by a 
great deal of exeitement. When the big roads 
fought it out for the mail contracts in 1902 the 
progress of trains, their records, mishaps, ete., were ~ 
telegraphed the country over from stations along 
the lines. Great throngs gathered at the depots to 
see the racers come in, and the people of small 
towns on the plains held their hats and wasted their 
cheers as the great flyers dashed by at full speed. 

The love of sport fires men with enthusiasm, and 
the comings and goings of mail trains trying for 
contracts is one of the very biggest things that 
happens in the West. It is sport fit for kings, for 
there is nothing more admirable than a huge plains 
racer coming like the soul of Jehu far away down 
the track, belching black smoke from its stack, grow- 
ing larger and larger, making the rails to creak far 
ahead, bearing down on the station like the besom 
of wrath, and dashing throug): the town with a 
crash and a cyclone of dust. That is the sort of 
thing that makes human hearts beat double time, 
makes the railroad boys proud of the rond, and 
makes life sit up and take notice out in the big 
country, where there is room for big things. 

That is what they are seeing along the Santa 
Fe, the Burlington and the Union Paciie today, and 
it has a definite object that everybeo'y can under- 
stand.

Hand-Tooled Bindings Some 
of the New Fads in St. Louis. 


‘TLCANDREDS of young women in 
the West are now looking out 
for ways of earning a living 
by doing better work than 
they can find to, do in their 
native towns. In Missouri, 
Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, Arkan- 
sas, Texas, Tennessee and 

Kentucky, they go away to school and return to the 
town in which they were born with more education 
than they can use at home. 

They do not wish to be idle. They cannot all be 
school teachers. The supply of stenographers and 
private secretaries is greater than the demand. 
There are already 10 magazine writers and authors 
where there is an opening for one. So with nearly 
everything else. What, then, is the educated girl 
in the West. the Southwest and the South to do 
with her education? 

The answer’ St. Louis gives is the “Arts and 
Crafts movement.” It is already established in the 
e.ty, with a little colony of “craftswomen,” near 
Grand avenue, grouped around two different centers. 
One of these, called the “Society of Applied Arts.” 
is conducted by Miss Isabel Brown; the other by 
Miss Louise Garden, from the “School of Arts and 
Crafts” in Chicago. 


A Home-Made Revolution. 


Both have the same idea and sooner or later it 
may work a great revolution in the whole West. 

It is the idea of making “home-made goods” so 
that when they are described as “home-made” it 
will mean that they are the best possible. Perhaps 
the goods may be artistic novelties at first. They 
may be pieces of ornamental] pottery, book covers 
of unique design, rugs and tapestries, embroideries, 
articles of brass and silver, of carved furniture, or 
any one of the hundreds of useful things which can 
be made more useful by being made in the best 
possible way. 

Whatever they are, they will be “hand-made” 
and “home-made.” , Whether made in St. Louis. 
Dallas, Little Rock, Memphis, Topeka or some smal! 
tawn of only five or six hundred people they will 
stand for the best results an educated mind can put 
into the most careful work. 

As far as the movement succeeds it will call for 

artists and designers for home-made work all 
through the West and South. They will not be able 
to comply+with the purpose of the movement un- 
less they are ready to put their best into their 


work, so that their home-made product, whatever it 
is, will be worth from five to ten times the price of 
the best article of the same kind machines can turn 
out from the factories to compete with it. 

The old hand-loom will be brought out in Mis- 
souri, Illinois, Arkansas and Texas and put to work 
against the most-highly improved modern mea 


* 


chinery. The educated woman at a hatid-loom in 
her own house, will be expected to turn out from 
cheap material works of the highest beauty and 
durability which no factory goods from this or 
any other country can equal. 

So with everything else that can be “home-made” 
by hand. Those who begin “Arts and Crafts” are 
expected to put the same amount of art, of pains 
and of intelligence into it that was put into home- 
made work in the Middle Ages or into the work 
of Japanese “craftsmen” before Japan began using 


machinery. Hand and brain, both educated, are to 
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be set to work against the competition of machin- 
ery, to rise above it, until every growing city is a 
market for “arts and crafts” home-made goods and 
every small town is engaged in making them. 
Some of this home-made work already being done 
by educated women in St. Louis is far superior to 
anything in the same line that comes from the 


“regular trade.” As bookbinders, Miss Mary & 
Bulkley and Miss Cordelia T. Baker are, it is 
claimed, doing the best amateur work ever done in 
the city.

Rice cooked this way is a revela- 
tion. 


An Old Beauty Recipe.—Take half a teacupful of 
fine oatmeal and gradually stir it into a pint of 
boiling water, using a double saucepan for the pur- 
pose, to prevent any possibility of burning. Let boil 
till clear looking; then strain through a cloth, boi! 
again, ahd once more strain. To this add enough 
rosewater to make it pour easily, and about an 
ounce of glycerine. This may be perfumed in any 
way you like, and is recommended to rub into the 
skin to prevent roughness. Bottle and-shake well 
before using, 

Measure Your Face.—In a perfect face every fea- 
ture should bear a certain proportion to every other 
feature.

P A child should swallow any dangerous sub- 
stance, immediately slip down its throat the 
white of an egg, which will form a curd around 

it and thus prevent serious effects. 

Weak ankles sheuld be sponged night and morn- 
ing with cold water in which a handful of coarse salt 
has been dissolved. Dry them, and then rub them 
patiently for 15 minutes. The muscles will gain 
strength under this treatment. You will soon begin 
to see an improvement and to feel. it in their in- 
creased firmness under your touch. 

A waste paper basket is an important part of the 
nursery furniture, and the children should be taught 
to use it for its proper purpose. The habit may 
be formed of putting into it scraps of paper, cut- 
tings and other rubbish that would otherwise litter 
the nursery floor. 

Children require their arms and legs kept very 
warm. It is no use dressing their bodies in heavy 
woolen clothes if socks are worn and little legs left 
exposed to the cold winds and drafts. Much care 
should also be taken to keep their feet dry, and out- 
door boots and shoes should be changed after each 
walk—not only to make perfectly sure of dry feet, 
but to rest the feet and legs after exercise.

Before this movement began, the old hand-loom 
of the pioneer period was brought into use in St. 
Louis in manufacturing rag carpets, not for “art’s 
sake,” but for the regular trade. Two small fac 
tories were established for this purpose by St. Louis 
weavers who had no other education than that of 
how to manage @ hand-loom. They found a ‘market | 
for their rag carpets at once. 

Some of their carpets are made from strips of old 
Brussels or velvet carpet, but others are actually 
made of rags as they were on country looms 50 
years ago. When Miss Anne Holton saw the op- 
portunity for fine work on the old hand-loom, she 
set up her loom and. began turning out rag rugs 
which commanded the prices of works of art. She 
studies color combinations and works brains into her 
designs, eo that they are sought after by those who 
wish to furnish “Colonial rooms” in a style that is 
really Colonial. When the value of such work was 
seen, there came a growing demand for “homespun” 
and Miss Holton studied the homespun masterpieces 
of the hand-weavers of Sweden. 

Miss Russell, who has a studio in St. Louis, makes 
baskets of the kind for which the Arts and Crafts 
shops of Deerfield, Mass., are becoming celebrated. 
Miss Meta Lachmund also makes baskets as well as 
rugs. In making a basket, she first frames in her 
mind a story she wishes it to tell and then works 
out the plot in the design of the basket. She weaves 
rugs in the Persian style, by the same method. 

When Miss Henrietta Ord Jones begins making 
a piece of home-made pottery, she proceeds on the 
theory that it makes no difference at all how much 
pottery has been made already.

The Turner transmitter picks ap the human yvot-e 
at all distances from the transmitter and repro- 
duces it at its actual tone values. The inward 
workings are made clear to the technical man, but 
how or from what certain carbon balls a hundredth 
of an inch in diameter are made they do not 7% 
vou. These microscopic balls as seen under a mag 
nifying glase of some eight diameters, all nppear ex- 
actly spherical and of the same size and they have 
a metallic luster or polish as high as the steel halls 
of a bicyele bearing. 

[t is these uniform carbon spheres which dance 
against one another regularly under the sound 
waves, and the arrangement of the series of little 
round holes on the front of the box, which has made 
it possible to obtain thie marvelous delicacy of sound 
transmission. The little holes all lead inward to a 
steel tympanum not dissimilar to that of the ordi- 
nary telephone, but the sound waves are'so de- 
flected that they all arrive simultaneously on one 
small point of the diaphragm, or really much am- 
plified and intensified.
